FCC 70 CM RULE CHANGES 
ADSLJ 


There has been a change in allowed 70 CM power levels in New Mexico and elsewhere. The FCC 
quietly made these changes in October 2003 in response to a request from White Sands Missile Range 
and other Military installations in the area. The changes can be summarized as follows. 

1. The frequency range effected is 420 to 450 MHZ. 

2. Maximum peak power is limited to 50 Watts. 

3. The areas where this limitation is in effect includes 


e ALL OF NEW MEXICO 

e ALL OF ARIZONA 

e All of Texas West of 104 degrees west 

e Plus specific areas around military bases in many other states. 


4, Amateur operation in the 420-450 MHZ band is prohibited on the White Sands Missile 
Range.
